Honest Toil Rewarded by a Hard Price 
Paid to the 


Whatever may be the result of the Hearne 
murder trial, and whatever may come 
from the findings of the jury, this story, 
pathetic in its simplicity, will live forever 
in. the minds of the better part of 
the people of Hannibal, who knew “Old” 
Amos Stillwell best.‘ His was a life of hon-

An accused person who at- 
tempted to use his eyes or any other 
available means to influence opposing 
witnesses would have a strong scientific 
foundation for a hope of benefiting his 
ycase.

The result of this policy, Mayor Pingree 
pointed out, ig that the taxes paid as 


roads and waterways are too excessive 
to think of making any adequate ap- 
propriation of State funds for the com- 
mon dirt roads of the State. 


This condition of things is common to 
all the States and is a chronic disgrace. 
As business interests become centralized 
they are able more and more, under 
State and Federal laws, to tax the pedple 
“all the traffic will, béar.” The ¢con- 
sequence of this is that our taxes for 
strictly public’ purposes take on an 
alarming look and are eagerly evaded 
by all but persons of true patriotism or 
those who are too poor to escape. 

Unless the monopolies are curbed, the 
revenues of the States and general gov- 
ernment will be steadily encroached upon 
through this sort of taxation. Even pa-

WANT ARCHITECTS LICENSED. 


Legislation. Requiring Architects to 
Pass Examinations to Be Attempted. 


A movement is on foot among local archi- 
tects to inittroduce at the next session of the 


Missouti Legisiature.a bill requiring that 
all architecta be licensed. The proposed 
bill contemplates practically the same feat- 
ures and requirements as are now practiced 
with embalmers. That is, that every archi- 
tect in the State shall pay to the State a 
stipulated sum, in retu® for which he will 
receive @ re Dag ged ligense to practice his 
rofession., order to get this license, 
owever, it will be necessary to pass anh 
examination before a co tent board.
